In the little village of Utica, Minn., 
lives Herman Harms, who has been 
sleeping soundly for the past twelve 
years. 
Thousands of people have been 
to visit the man. 
Doctors have come 
long distances to see him.

Harms ate his morning meal as usual. 
Suddenly he felt stupor coming over 
him. 
He put down the cup that he 
held in his hand, rose and cast himself 
upon the bed. 
Almost before he touch- 
ed the bed he was asleep. 
For three 
years he slumbered. 
He did not even 
dream. 
He lived, but it was a living 
death. 
Many remedies were tried, 
but they did no good. 


The strangest thing about this mys- 
terious man is that in this period of 
three years Harms woke every night of 
his own accord about 12 o'clock, rose 
famished, ate his supper and went back 
to bed. 
Once every day he emerged 
from oblivion 
and 
talked with his 
friends, entered ior a few moments in- 
to the old family life add then slipped 
away again. 
At the end of three 
years he again arose from his bed, but 
his limbs had grown weak from long 
disuse. 
He was able to totter about 
the house in a feeble way, in constant 
fear that sleep would overtake him.

flow, he is responsible for tho damage he 
may occasion. 
These rights are subject 
to tho privilege of each one to make a 
reasonable use of the water upon his own 
land wdiile it is passing along the sumo. 
It matters not what the source of the wa- 
ter may be, whether it be* backward or 
the flow\nge of the same, or the water of 
another stream. 
Still, the diversion of a 
stream may be made by any one if it be 
returned to its natural chiuuiel before it 
leaves his premises.

CONDTTrOXS FOKLOKG KfiEPrXG OV FUTTT'r. 


In wdiat condition can fruit be placed 
to best preserve its good qualities and 
retard its decay? 
There seem to be two 
distinct active processes in the growth 
and development of fruit. 
The lirst is 
the growth—the collecting and building 
up of a compound of comjiaratively solid 
structure which is unpalatable and in- 
digestible as an article of food. 
Tho 
second is the ripening process; a kind of 
organic ferment; a breaking down, soft- 
ening, 
dissolving, rendering pdatable, 
easily digested and valuable as foijd. 
In 
this change the volatile oils are gener- 
ated, giving Havor and character to fruit. 
The time required in building up fruit 
preparatory to ripening has 
not been 
delegated to man to control to any great 
extent, whether a variety is to j'ipen in 
May, July or Beptember. 
Yet if 
man 
cannot control the time 
of completed 
growth, he can, during this period, by 
good care and cultivation,increase greatly 
its size and value. 


In the second stage of development 
ripening can be hastened or retarded, and 
when fully ripe, decay can be delayed. 
In the second stage fruit should not be 
left open and exposed to 
atmospheric 
changes 
of 
temperature 
or 
moisture. 
Flavor is lost by evaporation. 
If the pur- 
pose is to hasten ripening, the fruit should 
be inclosed in a tight box or barrel, or 
v/rapped iu flannel, to prevent 
evapora- 
tion, and left in a warm room of uniform 
temiierature. 


The greatest advantage to tho 
fruit- 
grower will result from checking too early 
maturity, and from preventing early de- 
cay after harvesting. 
His success de- 
mands a place for storage with surround- 
ings favorable for ])rcservation. 
One con- 
dition is conceded by all—that the tem- 
perature must be lower than that required 
for growth. 
That thirty-two degrees is 
too 
low, 
seems to be the conclusion

The Sn'oatui^^Slckness. 


Once England was atta(;ked by a seri- 
ous epidemic, 
the 
sweating 
sickness, 
which was so called because, in the words ' 
of an old writer: »'It did most stand iu ; 
sweating from beginning to ending." 
It 
Jirst made its ai>pearauce in England, and 
was generally known on the Continent ius 
Ihc * »English sweat." 
It was observed ^ 
gcuerallj to spare foreigners in tliisconn- 
iry, and also to be specially fatal to 
Euglihhmen when it a))peared abroad; 
tind it was surmised that the ijnmoderate 
use of beer, then so common iu England, 
rendered its inhabitants particularly sus- 
i'ei)tiblc to the disease. 
Beginning in 
J'lbS, iu the anny of Kichniond, after- 
ward Henry ViL, it spread quickly over 
the country with most fatal results. 
It 
Keems to have been a species of violently 
inflamn)atory fever, wliich'suJiused the 
wliole body with a fetid 
perspiration, 
the crisis generally 
occurring 
within 
twenty-four liours of tlie first seizure. 
Like aiiost other epidemics, it was s])e- 
eially fatal to heallliy, vigorous men in 
ihe prime of life, and hardly one per 
cent, of such recovered. 
In Loudon, 
wiiere it raged with jjeculiar violence, 
"Vwo Lord Mayors and six Aldermen died 
in one week. 
This first outburst con- 
linued its ravages until the end of the 
year, its cessation being nearly coincident 
with a violent tempest on JS^ew Year's 
JJay, 14bG, which was therefore sup- 
IJOtocd to luive caused its disappearance, 
J^'urther outbreaks of this epidemic oc- 
curred in England iu 1006 and 1517, 
when again London suiiered severely; 
and in 
and 15^9 not only this coun- 
try, but also France and Germany, and, 
in a less degree, Holland, Sweden and 
Poland, were visited by the same pestii- ! 
ence. 
The last a])pearunee of the sweat- 
ing sickness in England was in 1551, 
when the disease was jjarticularly virulent 
iu Shrewsbury and the valley of 
th"
